_ ENGLISH MINING TOWN 


Explosion In Little Hulton 
Colliery at Bolton Kills 


Scores——Tragic Scenes 


at Pit Mouth 


Bolton, England, Dec. 21.—An ex- 
plosion’ followed by fire and causing 
many 7atalities occured in Little Hul- 
ton colliery here this morning soon 
after 290 miners had gone below the 
surface to begin the day's work, The 
cause and exient of the disaster will 


_be in doubt for several hours. 


The first rescuing party to reach the 
scene succeeded in bringing seven men 
and boys to safety and later recovered 
the bodies of five victims. At the 
moment of the explosion the flames 
spread through the affected passage 
and smoke and poisonous gases filled 
the mine. 

The plight of the miners was. ren- 
dered more dangerous by a mishap to 
the machinery of the shafts where the 
cages refused to move for some time, 
preventing a quick escape and inter- 
fering with ventilation, the rising 
gases being checked by obstructions 
and driven back on the entombed 
men. : 

Meantime the fire raged fiercely and 
it is supposed many not killed by ‘the 
noxious fumes, were burned to death, 
Rescuers were unable to get directly 
to where the miners were entombed 
and there was some delay while they 
sought access to the place through ad- 
joining leads. Word of the disaster 
was carried quickly to the homes and 
presently thousands of women sur- 
rounded the mouth of the colliery 
The anxious. throng included a num- 
ber of half crazed children and. piti- 
able scenes were enacted. 4 

The work of rescte continued 
bravely amid discouraging conditions. 
The rescuers went boldly in and suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the flames but 
they ‘encountered heavy falls of coal

ALSACE-LORRAINE 
NEAR HOME RULE 


Bundesrath Adopts Draft of Con- 
stitution; to Reichstag After 
Christmas 


Berlin, Dec. 21.—The Bundesrat to- 
day adopted the draft of a constitu- 
tion for Alsace-Lorraine, which will be 
laid before the reichstag after the 
Christmas recess. 

It provides for two chambers and 
a governor appointed by the emperor. 
Makeup of Chambers. 

Of the two chambers of legislation 
the higher will consist of thirty-six 
members, one-half of whom would be 
ex-officio, or selected by chambers of 
commerce, agriculture, and labor, and 
the other halt appointed by the emper- 
or upon the nomination wf che bundes- 

rath. 

The lower chamber will be made up 
of members elected by universal suf- 
frage of those who have acquired the 
age of 25. The voters over 35 years 
of age will have two vottes and those 
over 45 years three votes. The ballot 
will Ibe secret. 

Bundesrath Authority to Cease. 

With the inauguration of the two 
chambers the authority of the bundes- 
rath and the reichstag will cease. 

Public discussion in anticipation of 
the constitution for Alsace-Lorraine 
has centered on -the question of suff- 
rage owing to Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-H!ollweg’s refusal of universal 
sullrage for Prussia.

London.—Dr. Cook’s confession that 
he doesn’t know whether or not he 
reached the pole is regarded in Lon- 


1 don merely as of psychological inter- 


est. General opinion is summed up by 
one paper as follows: 

“It is dificult to know how much 
credence to put in his curious excuse. 
No doubt hardship and privation have 
unhinged the minds of many men, and 
Cook’s reputation is so irrevocably 
damaged that we might be disposed to 
give him the benefit of the doubt were 
it not that he already had falsely 
claimed to have ascended Mount Mc- 
Kinley and supported the claim with 
faked photographs. 

“Cook’s mind really may have wan- 
dered during the arotic expedition, but 
we will find it dificult to make anyone 
believe it. Besides, the flight of fancy 
was too sustained and too well re- 
warded in decorations and hard cash 
to be altogether attributed to un- 
fortunate irresponsibility.” 


KASIER OFFENDS BY 
RELIGIOUS ACTIVITY 


Berlin —In addition to his : 
ance campaign the Kaiser also is fis- 
uring in a political dispute between 
the Protestants and Catholics of Ger- 
many. 

The Deutsche Bote, the great Prot- 
estant organ, declares that the Kaiser 
is unduly influenced by the great Ca- 
tholic noblemen of South Germany, 
who have contrived to reach his ear 
through his great friend, Prince Max 
Esan Furstanburg. ‘This paper says 
that Chancellor Bethmann Hollwig, 
resenting this secret influence, form- 
ally tendered his resignation, which 
the Kaiser would not accept. 

The leading Socialist organ, at Mu- 
nich, claims that the Queen of the Bel- 
gians, who was born a Bayarian prin- 
cess, is an adherent of the Socialist 
party. 

When the King of the Belgians ac- 
companied by the Queen, recently op- 
ened . Parliament, ‘there was a noisy 
Socialist demonstration within the 
building. It was supposed that the 
Queen must have resented this de- 
monstration, but according to ‘the 
Muchener Post the Queen afterwards 
declared her sympathy with the Soc- 
ialists. She is reported to have said: 

“T understand and sympathize with 
the Socialists and working classes. 
They want something which they have 
not got and therefore they shout for 
it. I sympathize heartily with the 
Socialist efforts to improve the con- 
ditions of life of the laboring classes 
and I.am doing my best to teach my 
children to hold similar opinions.” 

This story of a Socialist queen has 
caused great alarm among the old- 
fashioned Prussians who sce the foun- 
dation of the empire shaking when a 
crowned sovereign proclaims Socialis-

The census of Germany is nei taken 
by official census askers, as in the Un- 
ited States, but by a series of intricate 
blanks which every householder in the 
counry is obliged to fill out. Mil- 
lions ef otherwise intelligent Germans 
spent last week wrestling with the 
mysteries of the census forms.

Berlin.—The fact that the fiommer 
Shah of Persia dnterrupted this jour- 
ney to Paris to stop at Vienna, caused 
a political sensation. The Viennesse 
papers (published ‘ong explanations 
of all ‘the political reasons that aight 
induce ihe fallen potentate to tarry 
at Vienna, but whe fact is that the in- 
cident has no pclitical significance 
whatsoever, 

The former Shah, who travels with 
his three favorite wives, went to Vi- 
enna ito eta fourth wife. A few 
months ago an Anglo-American danc- 
ing quantet, “he Violet Girls,” played 
at maudeville gow in “eheranand the 
Shah ordered ithe dancers to give a 
private performance at the ipalace. 
There he promptly fell din Jove with 
the youngest, iMabel iMlynn, sseven- 
teen years of age. He gave ‘her val- 
uable presents and asked ther ito be- 
come this fourth wife. iNet first Mabel 
was inclined to do so. Later she 
feared she might ibe shut up dn a har- 
em, and Whe quantet deft ‘Scheran 
whhouwt taking deave of the ex Shah. 
Since then wre monarch din exile has 
been inconsolable and thas been trying 
in every way io iget posession of the 
girk 

(At last the Persian embassy at Vi- 
enna dinfonmed thim ithalt the “Violet 
Girls” were dancing at the ‘Casino de 
Paris, a thigh-class cafe danzant of 
Vienna, ‘Therefore, the inienrupited 
journey and at.

At Last Night’s Meeting Strath- 
cona Council Decided to Give 
Curlers Grant 


(By Our Own Reporter.) 

Strathcona, Dec. 21.—Undoubtedly 
the most important recommendation 
heard by the city council for .many 
meetings was presented to that august 
body last night by the board of health 
in a report upon present conditions in 
regard to sanitation. ‘This recommen- 
dation is nothing less than a request 
that before any further expenditure of 
considerable magnitude is authorized 
for enlarging the present pumping 
plant, ‘the advisability of establishing 
a new station several miles further up 
the river at a point near the southwest 
boundary of the city be seriously con- 
sidered. 

If this suggestion is eventually car- 
ried out the city would be provided 
with a supply of the purest river water 
obtainable for a couple of decades at 
Ieast. A pumping plant at that. site 
proposed would take water far above 
any sewage contamination, which 
will very shortly be impossible with an 
intake leading into the present station. 
As was pointed out in the recommen- 
-dation of the board of health a water 
Station up-stream in the southwest 
would simplify the problem of serv- 
ing the sub-divisions south of Uni-

Fourth—I't would not be necessary 
to remove the power house from the 
present site, it being feasible to send 
power from there to operate electric 
motors in the new station 


Want Nuisance Ground. 

Recommendation Five calls for the 
purchase of a half section of farm 
land, adjacent to the city if possible, 
which could be utilized for a nuisance 
Part of the land might be 
leased “for farm purposes and thus 
provide a. source of revenue to the 
city. 

Sixth—It is held advisable that the 
present sanitation system he altered 
within the next year. Earth pits are 
considered superior to the now gener- 
ally used garbage pails. 

These recommendations were not 
dealt with last night and they — will 
probably be turned over-to the in- 
coming council as unfinished business. 

Grant to Curlers.

Fielding’s Report on Hydro-Elec- 

tric Power Not Satisfactory 

to the Council 

The report of John R. Fielding, 
the engineer’ engaged by the city to 
report on the possibilities of develop- 
ing power at Grand Rapids, 192 miles 
from the city, and another at a point 
near the Landing, 105 miles from the 
city was presented ‘to the city council 
last night. 


would be approximately. $3,000,000 and 
according to the report based on 10,000 
horse power, electrical energy could } 
be delivered in the city at $20.63 per 
horse power. 

While no survey has been made near 
the Landing Mr. Fielding estimates 
that power could be developed at that 
point at a capital outlay of $2,015,340 
an dthat the power could be delivered 
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t 
He also believes that a more favorable 
site could be found at some point on 
the river from which power could be 
delivered for a trifle over $16 per-horse 
power, but does not estimate the capi- 
tal outlay or give any indication as to 
where this poimt is. 

The engineer,’ however, sums up 
his report by stating that the Grand 
Rapids site does not possess the re- 
quisite featutes to counterbalance the 
cost of a transmission line over 192 
miles of territory to this city. 

In connection with the site near the 
Landing, Mr. Fielding estimates that 
45,000 I P. could be: secured by build- 
ing adam 104 feet high at that point. 

As the report is'a very meagre one 
and does not fully go into the details 
the commissioners will be asked to 
thoroughly dissect it and submit a re- 
port at a special meeting of the coun- 
cil.
